8. (Previously Presented) The method for creating the presentation as recited in claim 1, 
wherein the dynamic toolbar includes an interface to perform electronic mail management. 

9. (Previously Presented) The method for creating the presentation as reciled in claim 1, 
wherein the dynamic toolbar includes an interface that supports telephony functions from the 
presentation, 

10. (Currently Amended) An apparatus that creates a presentation, comprising: 

(a) a processor; 

(b) a memory that stores information under control of the processor; 

(c) logic that integrates examples into the presentation to provide assistance with 
achieving the goal;
